WOODROW WILSON 


Memorial minute adopted by the Board of Managers, February 7, 1924. 


In the death of Woodrow Wilson, former President of the 
United States, on Sunday, February 3, 1924, the American 
Bible Society, charged with the task of translating, publish- 
ing, and circulating the Scriptures throughout the Republic 
and among the nations of the world, and all institutions asso- 
ciated in the task of interesting humanity in the teachings 
of the Holy Scriptures, were bereaved of a great friend and 
supporter. 

It might be said of Woodrow Wilson, as it was of one of old, 
“From a child thou hast known the Holy Scriptures.” That 
he treasured these words in his heart throughout his life is 
manifest from his writings and addresses, which are not only 
enriched with allusions and quotations from the Bible, but 
charged with the spirit of the Scriptures. His temper was 
the temper of a prophet, and, if a modern Bible were to be 
written, it would not be unnatural to think of him as a Bible 
character. 

He rendered the American Bible Society distinct service 
on three memorable occasions—one on May 7, 1911, in Den- 
ver, Colorado, where he addressed an audience of ten thou- 
sand people on the theme, “The Bible and Progress’; one 
on October 28, 1911, at Dallas, Texas, where he {greatly 
stirred a distinguished audience by an address on “Life and 
the Bible,” and the third on the occasion of the Society’s 
Centennial, in the crowning hour, in the Continental Memo- 
rial Hall of the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
Washington, D. C., on May 7, 1916, when he delivered the 
principal address of the Centennial. These addresses, pub- 
lished by the Society, have circulated by the tens of thou- 
sands in all parts of the world. 

He was deeply interested in the program of the American 
Bible Society during the World War in giving a New Testa- 
ment to every soldier and sailor of the American Army and 
Navy, and many of these New Testaments bore a special 
inscription prepared by him for that purpose. 

In view of these great services and of his high and lofty 
character, the Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society adopts this memorial minute, and directs that it be 
spread upon the records and a copy of the same sent to his 
family.

In 1915, in connec- 
tion with the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco, there 
was organized a 
World’s Bible Con- 
gress under the aus- 
pices of the American 
Bible Society. Mr. 
Wilson, then Presi- 
dent of the United 
States, readily accept- 
ed the Honorary 
Presidency of this 
Congress. 

In 1916, the Amer- 
ican Bible Society ob- 
served its Centennial. 
The culminating and 
principal celebration 
took place at Wash- 
ington, and the out- 
standing address was 
a little gem by Presi- 
dent Wilson on ‘A Great Factor in Weaving 
the World into One,” delivered in the beautiful 
hall of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. In appropriateness, spirit, diction and 
thought, it was worthy of the speaker, the occa- 
sion, and the subject, as may be seen by turning 
to the next page. The distinguished audience 
that crowded the hall was deeply impressed. 

In 1917, with the entrance of the United 
States into the world war, the Bible Society 
began the distribution of Scriptures to the men 
of the Army and Navy. This had the very 
cordial and very earnest support of President 
Wilson, who, on September 1, 1917, wrote the 
endorsement, reproduced on this page. 

Later in the same year he wrote the following 
letter in support of the Bible Society’s designa- 
tion of December 9th as Bible Sunday:

ferences of tradition, differences of experience, 
differences in instruction. If all the world 
had a common literature, if all the world had 
drunk at the same sources of inspiration and 
suggestion, many lines of division would never 
have been created, and many would now dis- 
appear. And those who spread the Scripture 
are engaged, as it were, in drawing the world 
together under the spell of one body of liter- 
ature, which belongs to no one race, to no one 
civilization, to no one 
time in the history of 
the world, but whose 
appeal is universal— 
which searches and 
illuminates all hearts 
alike. In proportion as 
men yield themselves to 
the kindly light of the 
gospel, they are bound 
together in the bonds of 
mutual understanding 
and assured peace 
Surely, therefore, one 
can easily kindle one’s 
enthusiasm at the flame 
that burns upon the 
altar of a society like 
this. We are trying, in 
the spread of the gos- 
pel, to make all the na- 
tions of the world of 
one mind, of one en- 
lightenment, of one mo- 
tive, driven through 
every effort of their lives by one devotion and 
one allegiance. Could you conceive a greater 
enterprise than that? 


Colporteurs like the Shuttles of a Loom 

The work of the Bible Societies of the world 
is the one great non-denominational missionary 
enterprise. I suppose that you can discover the 
lines that run between denominations in the 
Bible, although I must say I have never been 
able to discover them. They have been drawn 
out by differences of temperament and point of 
view which, I take leave to say, are external to 
the Bible itself. And this process of division 
and diversity ought surely to be offset and re- 
versed by the process which sends abroad 
through the earth this opportunity to drink di- 
rectly at the sources of divine inspiration, with- 
out overmuch intervention and interpretation ; 
to drink directly from the Word of God itself 
the suggestion which it inevitably bears to the 
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human spirit, no matter where you touch it. 

So that, to my mind, the colporteurs, the 
agents of the Bible Society, tramping through 
countrysides or traveling by every sort of con- 
veyance, in every sort of land, carrying with 
them little cargoes of books containing the 
Word of God, and spreading them, seem like 
the shuttles in a great loom that is weaving the

ORDIAL as your reception to me has 
been, I find myself abashed in such a 
gathering as this, at being to any extent its 
center. In no way have I earned a right to 
speak for the millions of English-speaking peo- 
ple who are celebrating the three hundredth 
anniversary of the translation of the Bible into 
their common tongue, nor will I undertake to 
expound the good old book to you today. I 
rise merely as one from the ranks of the com- 
mon men, to speak of this great book, which 
seems to me to contain the fountain of life. 
I have chosen to speak to you on “Life and 
the Bible.” These two are connected in very 
intimate and singular fashion. For the Bible 
is revealed to us, not in any abstract form, but 
in concrete experiences of men like you and 
me, men not lifted suddenly to an undeserved 
sainthood, but men slowly ascending through 
this life from one correction of error to an- 
other correction of error. Gradually, steadily, 
they have struggled to square themselves to the 
line of the Scriptures, not to any creed, but to 
the immortal examples. 

It seems to me, if we had the New Testa- 
ment alone, and had had the example of Christ 
suddenly revealed to us, they would have been 
robbed largely of their efficacy. Jesus came, as 
the Scriptures themselves say, in the fullness 
of time, after mankind had gone through the 
long struggle typified in the characters and the 
history of the Old Testament. He had not 
come as if unbidden. He did not come unher- 
alded. The world had been struggling toward 
him. Then he stepped out as one who should 
say “I am He’; one who would illustrate what 
mankind was striving for in all the dim history 
of the past. The Old Testament is a manual 
of life, and needs to have the light of the New 
Testament thrown upon it to bring out its won- 
derful teachings. The theologian must look to 
the New Testament for his suggestion of doc- 
trine. But man must look to the Old Testa- 
ment for his example of life, so far as the 
example is the human example.

Truth Must Be 


the bad and the good.

The best we 
tan hope to accomplish, in individual or political 
life, is to keep the handsome passions in the 
Majority. Men make their revolutions, and 
accomplish their reforms, not by the intellec- 
tual reasoning and mental control, but by going 
straight at the evils of which they complain 
and sweeping them away. 

Wonderful is the effect of concerted action 
‘between the handsome passions. They operate 
‘in the open, and it is easy to anticipate the next 
move they will make.

Encouraged 


Nor is it enough ‘o 
say that truth is mighty 
and will prevail. The 
handsome passions will not triumph if you sit 
back and say, “Truth will triumph.” They 
must be encouraged. You must put on truth 
as if it were war paint. You must draw and 
use it as if it were a sword. You must every- 
where and all the time force the fighting, if the 
handsome passions are to be in the majority. 
If they simmer, if they sleep, the “machine”— 
of course the bad passions always have a ‘“‘ma- 
chine’—is going to get in its work. 

But it is the lesson of the Scripture that 
men—every-day men, wholesome men—are 
capable of embodying truth in themselves; «nat 
imperfect men, sinful men, are able, by 
the grace of God, more and more, to square 
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themselves with the splendors they entertain. 

There are those who argue that truth is 
known because it is beautiful; that beauty is 
the best antiseptic against evil; that it 1s be- 
cause truth is perfectly expressed that it is 1m- 
mortal. There are those who say that the best 
literature endures because it is thought per- 
fectly expressed. But better than that, it is 
necessary that great literature shall be true. 
All great literature has its truth. The only 
difference between literature and the Bible is 
that the Bible is the complete interpretation of 
truth, and supplies for that interpretation a 
universal language. It does not seem to be 
Jewish; it does not seem to be a part of a 
national literature that is not our own, but to 
have the warp and woof of our own experi- 
ences, national and personal. There are in the 
characters of the Bible, the same integrations 
and disintegrations, the same growth in beauty 
where men obey God, and the same destruc- 
tion, for the destruction does come when they 
deny -God. 

On the campus at Princeton a delightful old 
gentleman told me one day that he had dis- 
covered the microbe of hyper-Calvinism. 

“Gracious; I hope you haven’t it about you,” 
I said to him. 

He replied that it was in the title chapter 
of a book that he had at home. I have for- 
gotten the words of this title, but he said that 
it confounded the will of God with right, de- 
nying that there is such a thing as absolute 
right and wrong, teaching that God, in the be- 
ginning, might have ordered right what he 
ordered to be wrong, and might have called 
wrong, what he did call right. To such a per- 
son it is inconceivable that God has absolute 
immutability, and that truth is as unchangeable. 


Triumphs of Trying to Do Right 


Now there is something very striking in the 
criticism of my friend, because the Bible does 
not display men as right merely because they 
have obeyed the Ten Commandments. But it 
displays the triumphs of men who have tried 
to approximate what God has revealed as right. 
The Bible has its pictures of right and wrong, 
showing what men must live for, or die; for 
they shall surely die, as they did die, when 
wrong is done. 

Dante in his “Inferno” did not hesitate to 
put into that inferno gentlemen who were high 
in the public life of his day; men who, though 
they were living, were truly in that place of 
torment, as far as their own consciences were 
concerned. I have met gentlemen, and you 
know gentlemen, who are in torment. Their 
faces and their words show it. It is not neces- 
sary that they should go to a place already ar- 
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ranged for them. We have seen men who ha 
made all the necessary arrangements them 
selves. 
Man gropes about for the light until he con} 
forms, in some measure, to the right, whether 
he has ever read the revelation or not. I tak 
it that we would have discovered the stand. 
ard, as it is revealed to us in the Old Testa 4 
ment.

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“Heap Good Book”

T was down in the Mississippi Reservation 
for the Choctaw Indians. The missionary

had no Bible in their own tongue. While some 


| of them could read English, it was not like their 


own language. Where could Choctaw Scrip- 


tures be found? Nowhere in the world but in 
some depository of the American Bible Society. 
A copy of the Choctaw Psalms was sent to the 
missionary. 

The Indians were delighted. “Heap good 
book,” one of them said. “Me want one too.” 
More Scriptures were sent, this time the New 
Testament. The Indians knew they had been 
ordered, and could hardly wait till they came. 
Every Sunday they would greet the missionary 
with the words: “Has the Good Spirit’s book 
come yet?” Finally they came, and no Indian 
brave on his happy hunting grounds ever re- 
joiced more over the results of the chase than 
did these Indians rejoice over the possession 
of the Testament, the “Good Spirit’s Book.” 

One day the old chief asked some ugly ques- 
tions:—“Do you think your Jesus could save 
a poor Indian like me?” He was assured that 
Jesus could save him. “How long have you 
known this?” “Oh, we have always known 
it.” “Then, why have you been so long telling 
us about it?” 

Who will answer this searching question? 
There are others who are asking the same ques- 
tion. What shall we say? 


So Strange an Influence in Their Hearts

The following has been sent us by the Rev. A. H. Mellen, of the 


Mexico Agency. 


It was elicited by him from Dr. Tucker, of Brasil. 


The incident in Brazil is recorded in Dr. Tucker's book “The Bible in 
Brazil.” But the fact and connection of his mother’s prayer is here first 


given, 


In responding to Mr. Mellen’s request for it, Dr. Tucker wrote, 


“Somehow I feel these things are too sacred for adequate expression. 
But if the main details can serve the Master’s cause, I shall not regret 
that I have attempted to answer your request.” 


EVERAL years ago I was on a long mule- 
back journey through the interior of Brazil 
with a colporteur in the work of Scripture dis- 
tribution. We reached a large interior town, 
where we were refused admission to the little 
hotel, and no one would rent us a house, or 
lodging place. We were forced to camp in the 
edge of town under a shed where the pack-mule 
teams stopped. While there a man called and 
professed to be very friendly, and offered in- 
formation and suggestions about the route we 
intended to take further interior and then back 
to the seacoast. I learned later that he had 
been sent by the Roman Catholic bishop to as- 
certain our route. He sent a runner on horse- 
back along the way for many miles ahead of

us, warning the people not to buy our false 
Bibles and not to let us stop in the towns. We 
met with much opposition, and some persecution 
in a number of places, before we knew what 
had really taken place. 

At a town called Joao Baptista, the opposition 
was most pronounced and arose to threatened 
violences. The priest of the town appeared in 
the public square with the excited multitude, 
and stated that he had been advised by 
his bishop of our coming; that we had false 
Bibles and preached doctrines contrary to the 
true religion and ought to be driven out of the 
town and put to death. We publicly challenged 
him to present a true Bible and prove that ours 
was false. He of course did not have a Bible. 
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We had in hand, as always, a New Testament 
approved by Roman Catholic authorities, and 
proved from this that essentially the two are 
the same. For a time we had the victory and 
sold a number of Bibles. The priest left the 
streets and retired to his home. We could only 
find a resting place outside the town by a small 
stream to prepare a meal, after one of our men 
had bought provisions from a store near by. 

While resting, we were suddenly surrounded 
by an excited mob, that arrived with guns, pis- 
tols, stones, and sticks. Humanly speaking, 
there seemed no way of escape or deliverance. 
We prayed for help and guidance. I felt im- 
pelled to ask for time to read them a few words 
of Scripture and tell them of God’s great love, 
before they killed us. I picked up the Roman 
Catholic New Testament and read the Scrip- 
ture passage including ‘‘God so loved the world” 
in John 3:16; and told them in their own 
tongue of the love of God and what he has 
done to save men. 

The gun that was already leveled at us, ready 
for the signal to fire, was lowered; others were 
dropped by men’s sides, pistols put away, sticks 
and stones dropped down. A strange influence 
came over the mob, and great power was upon 
us. Some began to shed tears, and all were 
eager to hear more. I talked for a half hour or 
more, as I stood bareheaded in the blazing sun. 


Less than Half of the Japan Fund Secured 


RACTICALLY all of the friends of the 

American Bible Society have been in- 
formed in one way or another of the losses 
sustained by the Society in the recent Japan 
earthquake. 

Bible printing plates in more than twenty- 
five languages and dialects were totally de- 
stroyed, together with thousands of books and 
large quantities of raw material. The loss is 
estimated at about $200,000. 

The original estimate of our losses was 
$289,000. It has been found after careful 
study that, by the elimination of certain editions 
and the utilization of cheaper processes, the 
losses can probably be restored at the lower 
figure. 

Many of the Society’s friends have already 
responded to these needs, and others no doubt 
will want to do so. It has seemed to us de- 
sirable in this issue of the Recorp to outline 
briefly the present status of this fund. 

As we have just said, the loss is about $200,- 
000. Thus far—that is to say, up to March 
Ist——only $80,659 have been received. Of

The losses of the American Bible Societ 
affect not only the work in Japan, as is the 
case with the various mission boards, but alsa 
the work in China, Siam, the Philippine Islands# 
and parts of Malaysia. A large part of the 
Bible printing for these several countries and 
in many languages was done by the Fukuin 
Printing Company of Yokohama. This com! 
pany suffered an entire loss of its building and 
machinery, and the Bible Society suffered an 
entire loss of the plates and stock which were 
in the care of this company at that time.

sorts throughout China during 1923. The num- 
ber of whole Bibles sold and the total circula- 
tion were both above those of the previous 
best year. There were 22,056 Bibles, 34,386 
New Testaments, and 2,468,575 portions, or 
a total of 2,525,017 volumes, circulated—537,- 
691 volumes more than in 1922. Nearly ninety 
per cent of this circulation was through vol- 
untary workers, the Society employing not more 
than a dozen paid colporteurs at present. Prac- 
tically $39,000 was received from the sale of 
Scriptures. A slight fall in printing and paper 
costs and more favorable exchange rates have 
made possible a reduction in the selling price 
of many of the most popular editions. The 
Agency during the year sent books to every 
province in China, and also to Tibet, Koko-Nor, 
Korea, Japan, the Philippines, Siam, Straits 
Settlements, Malay States, Hawaii, and the 
United States. 


THE readers of the Recorp will be interested 
in an article appearing in the April number of 
Good Housekeeping, entitled “Henry Ford 
Says, Put the Bible Back in School.” This is 
an interview which the Rev. William L. Stidger 
had with Mr. Ford on the question, “What is 
wrong with the Bible?” Mr. Ford’s answer 
was simple and direct: “The only thing that I 
can see that is wrong with the Bible is that it 
isn’t read enough any more, especially in the 
schools.” There is an evident desire every- 
where among outstanding men to revive the 
interest of the people in the Bible. Mr. Ford 
is merely a conspicuous example. His com- 
ments and reactions as described by Mr. Stid- 
ger are full of interest. 


From a recent issue of the Manila Daily 
Bulletin, a clipping comes to us with the cap- 
tion, “Study Bible for Success, Dollar’s Ad- 
vice.” Captain Dollar is one of our Vice- 
Presidents, and is the head of the Robert Dol- 
lar Steamship Company so well known on the 
Pacific. He is quoted as saying it in a talk 
at the morning service of the Union Church 
at Manila. 


“Read the Bible regularly. Follow the command- 
ments of our Lord and you will surely succeed in 
business.” 
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“The Bible is the most helpful and safest guide in 
life and in business. We should therefore accustom 
ourselves to read it every morning and to study its 
most important passages.” He said that some people 
complained that they were too busy to read it, and 
added: “But a few minutes spent every morning in 
Bible study will give us new thoughts and new in- 
spirations in life.” 


Responses to the appeal for aid to replace 
the Scriptures lost through the Japan earth- 
quake have come from many lands and com- 
munities. Our Mexican Agency has sent $526, 
contributed by the evangelical congregations 
all over that land; other contributions have 
been received from Brazil and Central Amer- 
ica, showing that Latin America was glad to 
share with North America in helping our breth- 
ren of the East. The East also is helping the 
East. The latest gift was $25 from the church 
at Bahrein, Persian Gulf, of the Arabian Mis- 
sion of the Reformed Church in America. 

Here is one of numerous letters that might 
be printed from our own country; it comes 
from a home mission station:

Enclosed please find my check for the sum of 
$6.50. Five dollars of this is the gift of a very poor 
mission station I serve among the settlers and lum- 
berjacks, and is given with pleasure out of their very 
little. It is to go for the purchase of Bibles and por- 
tions for the Japanese sufferers, in answer to the 
general appeal sent out by the New York office. The 
other $1.50 was given by Mr. and Mrs. D. L. Mac- 
Lennan, Tripoli, Wisconsin, and is for the same pur- 
pose as the above. The MacLennans are poor work- 
ing people and like the Harmony people believe in 
giving till it hurts. 


THE response to our recent request for the 
co-operation of Life Members in revising our 
mailing list has been prompt and cordial. We 
hope in a later issue to share with Recorp 
readers some of the interesting historical and 
personal information which has come to us in 
these letters.

From old archives recently inspected, Miss |

taken from the journal of her grandmother, 
Charlotte Chambers, which, while they bring | 
a smile to the lips, do impress one with the 
zeal and resourcefulness of the author. 

May 10, 1815. | 

Having had for a long time an ardent desire to} 
establish a Bible Society in this neighborhood, I re- | 
quested the attendance of a few neighbors, all Chris-} 
tians, on an appointed day, and sent a messenger for | 
some miles around to invite all who felt disposed to }) 
unite with us in effecting this object. The subject | 
I suppose, was uninteresting, for NO ONE CAME. i} 

I went to my room appropriated for such purpose, | 
at the designated hour, and seated myself at the} 
table—I was filled with the august presence of the} 
Invisible One whose eye searcheth all hearts. After }} 
reading a portion from the Prophet Joel, beginning jj 
at the verse “Fear not, O land, be glad and rejoice, | 
for the Lord will do great things.” I closed the book }j 
and prayed for divine aid and blessing. Opening 
the blank book provided for that purpose, I made aij 
minute of the meeting where only the Lord and I 
were present. 

I sent word to the neighbors, two weeks later, that }/ 
the Bible Society would meet again that day two} 
weeks, and when the time arrived THIRTY WOMEN} 
were present, and the Society was organized. 

September 28, 1816. 

With joy I record the goodness of the Lord. At 
length a female association is formed in Cincinnati 
as an auxiliary to the American Bible Society lately 
situated in New York. Oh! may the Lord instruct 
us in wisdom and bring us under His control, and 
may all our exertions be directed to His glory.”

In a recent issue of the Record of Chris- 
tian Work, we find the two following items 
of especial interest to our clientele; one on the 
Bible in Italy, and one on the Bible in Ireland. 

A new translation of the Bible from the 
original texts into Italian, begun in 1921 with 
the sanction and blessing of the Pope, is being 
carried on by the Pontifical Bible Institute in 
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Rome with the assistance of other scholars. 
The first volume of this new translation, the 
Pentateuch, is now published in Milan by the 
Society of Life and Thought. This version 
is printed without the Latin text of the Vul- 
ate. The notes are not polemical. Papini’s 
“Story of Christ” has stimulated interest in the 


Scriptures and increased the demand for the 
Bible. 


In the seventy-fourth annual report (1922- 
23) of the Society for Irish Church Missions 
to the Roman Catholics, with which are in- 
corporated the Scripture Readers’ Society and 
the Irish Society, is reported an increased sale 
of the Scriptures. The figures for the year 
are: 

To Roman Catholics: 21 Bibles, 1,186 New 
Testaments, 7,022 portions, and 1,482 other 
books; to Protestants: 9 Bibles, 546 New Tes- 
taments, 456 portions, and 1,878 other books; 
making a grand total of 12,602 volumes as 
against 9,362 in the previous year. 


in the Near East

HE following is the epitome of a report 

of Panos Agha concerning his work in 
Alexandretta. He arrived here (Beirut) the 
other day. He had been in Alexandretta since 
the exodus. He went there from Osmanieh, 
where he had sold Bibles. Osmanieh was the 
place where so many of our pastors and preach- 
ers and other workers were slaughtered in 
1895. They were on their way to attend con- 

ference at Adana. 

In Alexandretta he came in contact with a 
large number of people, as there were about 
twenty thousand refugees bunched there. He 
carried his books in his bag, and traversed the 
streets calling out “The Book of Life—the 
oly Bible.” He reports— 


Bible Worn to Shreds by Use 


“Tn Osmanieh I was filled with sadness at 
the wave of worldliness that was overwhelming 
the people. In going about and visiting some 
houses, I found a woman with only a portion 
of a Bible, and that worn to shreds by much 
use. She and a few neighbors were accus- 
tomed to meet together to read what was left 
of the book. This was a great joy. We read 
together “I am the good Shepherd, I give my 
life for the sheep.” Conversing on this, we 
took to the Lord the condition of the people in 
that small town. Then we went out to present 
him to the sheep in danger of being lost. We 
met together often to converse and pray, and 
had great joy in this service. The group in- 


creased to about twenty brothers and sisters, 
who often met together for prayers. 

“T found that there was not a Bible in any 
of the homes—all had been lost in the deporta- 
tions. I wrote to our missionary, Dr. Cham- 
bers, who sent a box of Bibles from Adana. 
This opened a new line of work. Visiting the 
shops and houses, I was able to put the sacred 
book in the hands of many. 


A Khojah Commends 

“On one occasion as I was passing a 
mosque, having the Book in my hand, a Turk- 
ish khojah [teacher in a mosque] called me, 
saying, ‘Come, let me see; what is this you 
have in your hand?’ He very politely took the 
Book from my hand, and began reading a por- 
tion. Then he said, ‘We are very grateful for 
this, your work, because both your community 
and our country are overwhelmed in sin. We 
must all try to stay this current that 1s sweep- 
ing on.’ I was able to sell a copy of the Scrip- 
tures in Turkish. This opened the way to 
the sale of a number of other copies. This 
continued for three months, when the terrible 
exodus began, and we found ourselves in the 
great mass of refugees in Alexandretta. 

In Alexandretta 

“The Lord brought me from that small town 
to a city crowded with 20,000 refugees. I 
continued this work, going through the streets 
and camps, preaching that the Word of Life 
leads to paradise. I have been able to dis- 
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pose of large quantities of Scriptures and 
religious tracts, by which many have found 
the way of salvation. For this | praise the 
name of the Lord, and for the assurance that 
his Word will not return unto him void. 


An Effendi Scolds in Gratitude 

“One day I entered the Government House, 
calling out, ‘The Word of Life. A Turkish 
effendi called me and asked me, ‘What is this 
you are calling? I showed a Gospel in Turk- 
ish, whereupon he exclaimed, ‘What is the use 
of this? Bring mea book of romance (novel).’ 
I replied, ‘Sir, you have read many novels. 
Take this book and read it, and let me see 
how it appeals to you.’ He replied, ‘My friend, 
reading this is useless to me. 1 am given to 
drinking liquor, and this book would prevent 
that. It is useless for my work.’ I handed 
him the book, saying, “I beg you to take this 
and read portions of it, and I will see you 
again.’ Later he called me. “Bookseller, said 
he, ‘what is this you have done to me? Last 
night you robbed me of my sleep and of my 
liquor also. What a beautiful book this 1s.’ 
This man was a lawyer and often thanked me 
for what I had done. 

Another Khojah Testifies 

“On another occasion, as I passed through 
the streets, calling, ‘The Holy Book—The 
Word of Life,’ a child ran out from a house, 
calling to me, “Bookseller, my father wants to 
see you, come in.’ Entering, I found a Turk- 
ish khojah sitting at a table with a number of 
guests. He said to me, ‘What is this you are 
selling? I told him I was selling the sacred 
Book. Not having a copy in Arabic that he 
could read, he asked me to turn to the second. 
chapter of Isaiah. I opened at once and read, 
‘And it shall come to pass in the last days, that 
the mountain of the Lord’s house shall be es- 
tablished in the top of the mountains, and 
shall be exalted above the hills; and all nations 
shall flow unto it.’ I read a number of the 
following verses and portions from other parts 
of the Bible. Then he said: ‘This has come 


to pass. I have been studying this book for 
ten years. It is precious to me, and I believe 


in the Lord Jesus, and that there is no other 
Saviour. He is the judge of the whole world, 
and he will give judgment at his second com- 
ing; and gathering the chosen he will give them 
the kingdom.’ I was greatly surprised at his 
knowledge of the Scriptures and the thoughts 
he expressed. 

“During three months I have been able to 
distribute more than 2,000 copies of the Scrip- 
tures and portions. I feel more and more the 
wonderful power of the Word of God, in in- 
fluencing men.” 
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MARCH MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE eleventh stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety, in its one hundred and eighth year, was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thurs- 
day, March 6, 1924, at 3:30 o’clock p. m.,, 
President Churchill H. Cutting in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Henry H. Meyer, editor of the Sunday- 
school publications of the Methodist Episcopai 
Church, who read from the third chapter of 
the second Epistle to Timothy, and after some 
remarks on the last two verses, offered prayer. 
On the request of President Cutting, Vice- 
President Hyde took the chair. 

The minutes of the tenth stated meeting were 
presented and approved. 

The minutes of the standing committees were 
presented and approved. 

On recommendation of the General Refer- 
ence Committee, the Board took action provid- 
ing for a general revision of the By-laws. 

General Secretary Mann made a statement 
on the Japan Earthquake Fund. 

The Secretaries were requested to place be- 
fore the various committees concerned, the 
suggestions and recommendations of the Home 
Agency Secretaries Conference held in early 
February. 

On recommendation of the Committee on 
Home Agencies, various grants of Scriptures 
were sanctioned to general bodies requesting 
them for work in the offices. It was also de- 
cided to share the expense of giving Bibles to 
graduates of the West Point Academy, if it 
would seem desirable to the American Tract 
Society.
